Mr. Malone’s able inquiry into the authenticity of the papers 
attributed to Shakspere, in consequence of the late Mr. Ireland’s 
marginal remarks, sold for 5/. Mr. Waldron was the purchaser.

From the preceding list it will appear that the traéts which

to poetry and the drama! Such incoherences sufficiently prove 
that this gigantic attempt at imposition was executed by pigmies.
